the wish of the free employment bu- 
reau of the city council of defense. 
These boys' form the largest, most re- 
liable group 
of possible farm .em- 


ployees.

Tho group 
of 
experienced 
farm 


hands who are 
available is steadily 


diminishing because these men are bo- 
ing called into service: and their" help 
is not dependable for this reason. 


A third group which is seeking farm 


work^consists of married men out of. 
thc^droft age, with some past exper- 
ience' in farming, who because of this 
shortage of coal imd high living con- 
ditions witsh to return to the farms 
Those men ask ?40 or $50 a month, 
with a house, garden plot, and sonr? 
share of tho supplies. • 


It is thought, that' the. farmers will 


have to resort, more and more to tae 
boys of from fifteen to twenty, 
al- 


though their inexperience makes them 
somewhat 
undesirable. ' These 
boys 


moreover, receive from $10 to $25 a 
month, and many of them prefer to go 
irto factory work where they receive 
higher pay, if they do not have to piy 
for their living at-home. 


Tho supply of farm helpers is suf- 


ficient now because less help is need- 
ed in the late fall and in the winter, 
tut by spring the demand will pro- 
bably exceed the supply, according to 
G< W. Gehrend, who is in charge of 
the county free employment bureau.

and they answer exactly to the an- 
cient descriptions. In this region is 
found as well the only intermittent 
spring in the whole district—that is a 
spring in which the water flows period- 
ically only, as- by some siphon action. 
This one flows five times a'day in the 
rainy seasons. Possibly it has some 
connection with the miraculous Pool- 
of Bcthscda, where the angel "tro.ub- 
led" the water with healing 
effect. 


Obviovisly there is much of 'interest 
here for tho 
intelligent 
excavator. 


With any turn of the spade he -may 
find confirmation for and' explanation- 
of the most mysterious biblical state- 
ments.

In many sections of Jerusalem the

America is not giving the encourage- 


ment and aid to its farmers that Can- 
ada is furnishing. In various of the 
we«tern provinces of Canada the tex- 
ts on unimproved land, or land held 
peculatively, has been raised in order 
o-lessen tho taxation of the man who 
levclops his acres. In some provinces- 
there is no taxation of personal prop- 
erty which includes farm implements 
and machinory on farms. In some of 
he provinces the Government writes 
._.! insurance on crops at a/rato far 
ower than private companies quote. 


Despite the action taken by the auth- 
•ities in Washington to check tho prac- 
;jce, it -seems that Canada ii still en- 
gaged in recruiting formers in this 
country for its lands in western -Can- 
ada. The Canadian Pacific agent at 
Denver is - quoted as saying that his 
company has placed 
1200 ./Cinorican 


'armers on "ready made" farms of the 
3anadian Pacific Company this year. 
The Canadians nre rather particular in 
selecting candidates for these farms. 
Renters and shiftless agriculturists are 
shunted aside promptly and only first- 
class grain growers of demonstrated a- 
jility'and flblo to pay §2300 down to- 
ward the purchase of t'le land and 
juildings • and oquplment on the Can- 
adian farms are considered. 


If the Canadian example-of increas- 


ng taxation on undeveloped farm land 
icld speculativoly were followed in 
this country, our agricultural area un- 
der the plow probably would bo increas- 
ed considerably. A farm organization 
n Missouri has addressed .Washington 
on tnis subject. It says in its com- 
plaint that 'there are 14,000,000 acres 
of unimproved farm land in Missouri 
leld by speculators upon which the 
taxation is negligible. 
It insists that 


this .is a gross injustice to tho indus- 
trious farmer, as it puts the burden of 
rural taxation upon him and" compels

and a small proportion of Platteviilo, 
Benton and other scmalier places in 
;hat locality. An estimate mado by 
'-j. A. Copcland, who spent his early 
,ife 
in this community, is that "the 


number of pure Corninh descendants 
in the lead region today-doos not ex- 
ceed 10,000." 


Came' For Money 


Unlike other people who came with 


th» great .migration from across tho 
sea before 1850, the Cornish did not 
leave their. homes because • of political 
or religious-opprestiilon.'."The few old- 
er men in the community say th'ey 
were induced to come to tho jncw com- 
munity by the glowing accounts of the 
richness of the mines that were sent 
jome by some relatives or frienda who 
iad preceded them. Most of them did 
not get wealthy here us. they had ex- 
pected, but the conditions were bot- 
:er than those which they had loft— 
so they remained. Almost all new 
mining districts wcr<r~openod up by 
^jnericans and the Cornish either fol- 
lowed as they did in the case of Miner- 
al Point, Linden, and Dodgoville, or 
stayed and worked out tho old mines. 
As time went on those people began 
to recognize tho advantages in posses- 
sing the land.-fir agriculture! purpos- 
es and many of them turned from the 
more speculative industry of mining 
to the more certain occupation of farm- 
ing. '

As miners in an curly day the 


Cornish were regarded as superior to 
all others. Because of the fact that 
thoy stuck to a mine as'long as the 
ore lasted, in hard or soft rock it 
made little difference, tncy came to be 
Known as "hard rock miners." The 
Cornish introduced into the raining 
district the use of the safety fuse in 
blasting, which in recent years. has 
been surplanted in many mines by 
ilectric devices. 


Are .Very Religions 


The Cornish are a very religious 


people—almost every Cornish 
miner 


belonging to some church. Education 
has been a. recent acquisition of the 
Coniish. All this has been corrected- 
by ithe free schools of Wisconsin, a 
bej«%t not fully enjoyed in Cornwall. 


The Cornish dialect clings to the 


Cornish . who have lived in 
Cornwall 


and evon in many cases' to the second 
.generation. The children of 
these 


Cornish have of course eliminated to 
a large extent all of the peculiarities 
of .dialect. Some of. these words still 
survive.' 
"Crib" is' a lunch,' "a b'it 


of a crib" is a common expression 
among the miners, meaning a small 
•lunch. The Cornish say "houzcn" for 
houses and "kicklish" for 
tottering; 


'nist" for near; "treadile," pronounc- 
;d by Cornish treecle ' is always _ for 
nolasses or syrup; find "touch, pipe" 
s to sit down and rest. Miners will 
say, "Come, let's. touch pipe a bit," 
meaning to rest. The expression,, no 
doubt came from the habit of smok- 
ing, when the miner's sat down to rest.
